"DIPC" (A HTBERTY RITE) : The role of woman in any society is 

of such importance that usually special 
care is taken to ensure that the young 
girl acquires the necessary training to 
enable her live up to the standard expected 
of a mother. 

Apart from this training, different 
societies in Ghana have different and, in 
some oases, similar customary rites for 
initiating the young girl into womanhood* 
one of these rites is the Dipo custom, a 
puberty rites, of the Yilo and Manya Krobos 
of the Eastern Region. 

The custom is important enough for every 
girl to make sure she has no prior connec- 
tion with a man else when discovered she 
is looked on as an outcast and her home 
myst be cleansed through elaborate purifi- 
cation rites. One of the highlights of the 
g custom is the shaving of the head to mark 

the beginning of their womanhood. 

Only after the initiation ceremony which 
lasts for twenty days can a man feel safe 
to look for a prospective wife among the 
new initiates.

The daughter, urged on by her 
mother and maternal uncle, ignores the 
father's injunctions. The father, however 
is proved right in the end, when at the 
wedding, during the father* s absence, the 
richman is arrested for questioning in 
connection with a diamond robbery. He is 
taken away under suspicion of having stolen 
the diamonds and absconded to a neighbouling 
country to dispose of same and having only 
sneaked back into town when he thought the 
coast was clear. 

The actors for this comedy film 
belong to Bob Cole's Concert Party.
